Evidence Concerning ‘Savoy 
Restaurant All In and 
Lawyers Will Argue 
This Morning. 


GUESSING ON THE RESULT 


General Belief That Either Ac- 


quittal of Chamales or a 


Disagreement Will Be 
the Outcome. 


Tho first case brought by the Chicago Law 
and Order league to decide the fate of the 


Sunday saloon will be passed upon by a jury 


in Judge Fake’s court today. There is 


Ja general belief that the case will result in 
either an acquittal or disagreement of the 
jury. 


There are fifty-eight more cases, and if this 


one fails the state's attorney's office will go 
forward with the trials until a conviction is 
obtained. 


All the testimony for the state and the Ge- 


fense was submitted yesterday. The clos- 
ing arguments will be made this morning by 
“| Attorney Alfred Austrian for the defense, and 
Assistant State's Attorney James J. Bar- 
bour for the prosecution. 


Attack on the Savoy. 
The features of the hearing were a scath- 


ing attack by Mr. Barbour on the Savoy sa- 
loon ag one of the worst of the disorderly 
saloons in Chicago, and a spirited rejoinder 
by Mr. Austrian, who insisted that an at- 
tempt was being made by the prosecuting 
attorney to prejudice the minds of the jurors 
against the defendant, Thomas Chameales. 
Mr. Austrian later secured the exclusion of 
all evidence againat the character of the 
Savoy by offering a “ stipulation” that the 
sales of liquor on Sunday be admitted by the 
defense. This was accepted. 


The completion of the panel of twelve men 
Was reached shortly before 2 o'clock. The 


last man was accepted after a long dispute 


ag to whether the question of a venireman’s 
oe Was a proper subject for examina- 
on. 

“It ff not the church, but the people, that 
appear here as prosecutors,” said Mr. Aus- 
trian. Moreover, it is not the character 
of Mr. Chamales or his place of business 
that makes the issue here, but the one ques- 
tion whether he violated the law by selling 
liquor in Chicago on Sunday.” 


Mr. Barbour Opens Case. 
In his opening statement Mr. Barbour aid: 
“I shall prove that Thomas Chamales, 
commonly E. as Kaeo Chameales, kept 


filled with i men 1 women — with boys and 


girlethe boys and gitis from 18 to 21 years 


old—and they were drinking beer and whisky,

Attorney Austrian objected to the language 
used by the prosecuting lawyer and Judge 
Fake ruled that the word “ carousing ’’ be 
expunged from the records. mn 

1 desire to call your attention to the 
hilarious scenes in the place in order to show 
thatethe liquor which had been drunk wae 
intoxicating,"’ said Mr. Barbour. 

Here Mr. Austrian interjected: “‘ The Su- 
preme court has ruled that it ie not necessary 
to prove whisky or wine intoxicating.” 


Tells of Maudlin Singing. 

“TY will show,“ Mr. Barbour continued. 
“that in different parts of the room girls 
were singing in maudlin tongs——” 

Attorney Austrian jumped from his chair 
and said: 

J object to this language-Snothing is 
charged in the information but the sale of 
liquors in an illegal manner.“ 

Mr. Barbour may tell what he expects to 
prove, said the court. 

“Just as our witnesses left the place on 
that Sabbath morning,“ continued Mr. Bar- 
bour, a chorus of voices began to sing: 
‘What the h—— do we care!’ and then an 18 
year old girl, who had been drinking, started 
for the door, but turned around, and, putting 
her hand to her mouth, gave a yell like an 
Indian. 

Mr. Barbour then said that other witnesses 
for the Chicago Law and Order league went 
to the saloon at 2:80 the same Sunday morn- 
ing, and just as they arrived a large crowd 
of people was being pushed into the street 
by the waiters, who told the detectives that 
the place had just been closed. 

We ask you, gentlemen of the jury,“ said 
Mr. Barbour in conclusion, “ to respond to 
your solemn oath, and, after we have shown 
this place was open on Sunday, that you re- 
turn a verdict of guilty.” 


Mr. Austrian for the Defense. 
Attorney Austrian followed with his open- 
ing address for the defense. He said: 


Lou can guess the purpose for which Mr. 


Barbour has attempted to depict Chamales’ 


saloon as a place where riotous carousals of* 


drinking men and women occur. His object 
was to prejudice your minds against——”"’ 

** Objection!’’ exclaimed Mr. Barbour, and 
the court sustained him. A 

The true history of this so-called law 
under which the prosecution has been 
brought is that it first passed the genera! as- 
sembly in 1820, was reénacted in 1849, again 
re@nacted in 1854, and again in 1874. In the 
fall of 1874 the city of Chicago, acting under 
the cities and vie act, adopted a new 
charter. 

“It was competent for the city, through 
enabling powers in the cities and villages 
act, to aceept in its charter over 10) special 
powers. Among these special powers was 
one authorizing the city council to license, 
tax, suppress, regulate, and control pawn- 
brokers, peddlers, and saloonkeepers or 
dramshop proprietors. By the acceptance of 
the powers delegated by the state legisia- 
ture on these matters the laws to govern 
saloons in Chicago were to be the city laws, 
not the laws of the state. . 


City Regulates Its Own Saloons. 

“ Chicago, as a city, fully accepted its 8 
sponsibility in this matter, but most of ths 
other cities and towns of the state declined 
to legislate on saloond and the state law 
ruled. During the thirty-three years since 
then the city has licensed and regulated its 
saloons and has formally authorised them 
to operate on Sunday by prescribing that on

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FUND TO HUNT STOLEN CHILD 


Big Sum to Hire Detectives to 
Find Kidnaped Lillian Wulff. 


CALL AT BEREAVED HOME. 


County Treasurer Thompson and Ald. 
McCoid Head Movement, 


Powerful aid was given last night to the 
efforts to recover little Lilllan Wulff, who 
was kidnaped last Saturday and whose fate 
remains a mystery. 

The sorrowing parents of this child re- 
ceived three callers last night in their little 
home at 8951 Armour avenue. The callers— 
all of them fathers—brought renewed hope 
to the household. They were County Treas- 
urer John R. Thompson, Ald. McCoid of the 
Sixth ward, and H. A. McCord of _ Ellis 
avenue. 

These men listened btb to the 
pathetic story of the kidnaping of the little 
gir! and pledged every effort in the search. 
Each agreed to contribute a generous amount 
himself to a fund to carry on the search and 
promised to do all in his power to interest his 
friends in the matter. 


Will Collect a Fund. 

Today Mr. Thompson will circulate his sub- 
acription paper through the county building 
and the city hall; Ald. McCoid will put the 
case up to his ward constituents, and, if need 
be, to members of the council next Monday 


into the offices of the Old Colony building. 

It is expected that enough contributions 
will be received to hire a smell army of pri- 
vate detectives and to announce a reward 
ten times as large as that offered by the 
police department for the recovery of the girl. 

„We will do everything in our power to 
bring about the recovery of the little girl,” 
said Ald. McCoid, while Mr. Thompson and 
Mr. MeCord nodded in approval. We are 
all fathers ourselves, and we have the utmost 
sympathy for these poor parents who have | 
lést their child.

WALTON WILLING TO HANG, 
BUT SENTIMENTALISTS OBJECT 


Effort Made to Prevent Execution To- 
morrow of Negro Murderer—Mem- 
bers of Pardon Board Investigate. 


Richard E. Walton. confessed slayer of 
Mrs. Lillian White Grant, expresses himself 
as entirely willing to hang tomorrow, and 
freely admits he ought to hang, but there 
are others who are trying to block the exe- 
cution.

SNOW STORM LASTS 3 YEARS 


At Any Rate 1,100 Jobs of Shov- 


eling Continue That Long. 


WORK BEGUN BACK IN 1905. 


Emergency Employes of City Still 
„Toiling“ to Remove the Drifts. 


J 


The far reaching effects of the great snow 
storm of January; 1906, were uncovered and 
for the first time given to the scientific world 
yesterday by the city civil service commis- 
sion. One of the most interesting phenomena 
of the event was the discovery that 1,100 
street laborers still are employed by the city 
for the removal of that remarkable snowfall. 

While not desiring to interfere in the slight- 
est degree with the natural and legitimate 
activities of nature, the commission unani- 
mously decided that from reasons. of econ- 
omy big snow storms in the city of Chicagu 
must be abolished. The body therefore en- 
acted a new rule limiting to five days the 
period for which emergency street cleaning 
laborers may be employed. 


Find Most Extraordinary Storm. 

The surprising revelation of a snow storm 
lasting nearly three years was made by 
President Lower of the merit board. For 
several months the commission has been en- 
gaged in bringing order out of the chaos into 
which the classified service had fallen under 
previous city administrations. Among other 
reforms the commissioners have made up a 
new eligible list of about 2,000 skilled and 
unskille@ laborers. They are distributed in 
the proportion of from 50 to 800 to each ward 
and are employed principally for street clean- 
ing and repairing. 

When the lat was ready to be put into 
effect a few days ago President Lower under- 
took a search of the records to discover the 
status of the laborers already on tite city pay- 
roll. All were accounted for satisfactorily 
with the exception of 1,100, who were desig- 
nated as “emergency employés.” Further 
investigation revealed the fact that the emet- 
gency referred to was the necessity of re- 
moving the tremendous fall of snow three 
years ago. 

“Emergency” Laste Three Years. 

On that occasion, according to the records, 
Fred Biocki, Mayor Harrison's commissioner 
of public works, asked the civil service com- 
mission for authority to employ 1,300 labor- 
ers to clean the stréets. The board readily 
acceded to the request and the additional men 
were put to work and placed on the payrcil. 
The board approved the emergency payroll 


1,300 in January to 1,500 in July. After the

The masterly hat effects came out conapic-

The 
women of M. Reynolds are commonly spoken 
of as terrestrial goddesses, ‘' gowned in white 
muslin and promenading with rosy children 
in the park.“ I was not near enough to see 
that Lady Manners was gowned in white 
muslin and she did not appear to be prome- 
nading. The same disappointment awaited 
me with “ Lady Baldwin,” who was well 
wrapped up in ermine and blankets, with an 
effective headpiece. The only promenaders 
of the Reynolds school were the Graces, who 
were thunderously received. The picture isa 
pleasant reminder of Chicago as one of the 
greatest flower markets.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—The announce- 
ment that the president would not accept the 
republican nomination, if tendered, came at 
too late an hour to become generally known 
in political circles, but among those who 
heard of it, democrats and republicans alike, 
the feeling was genera) that it left no ele- 
ment of doubt in the presidential situation, 
so far as relates to the third term talk, and 
that it definitely eliminates Mr. Roosevelt 
from. the contest now being waged. 

Some democrats, however, express a belief 
that a Roosevelt stampede in the republican 
convention would shake his resolution, and 
that he would prove no exception to the his- 
toric precedent that no American citizen ever 
refused a presidential nomination. 

Administration republicans declare that the 
announcement gives a great impetus to the 
Taft boom, while the democrats, many of 
the leaders of which party are here to attend 
the meeting of ti.eir national committee to- 
morrow, are shouting that it means Bryan 
in a walk.“ 


Foraker Won’t Talk. 


Senator Foraker, the only other declared 
candidate who could be seen tonignt, said: 
That has been his position all the while, I 
suppose, but I don't care to discuss the mat- 
ter, thank you.“ 

Senator Hopkins of Uunols said: ‘It is 
in keeping with his character, and what he 
has said from the start.

Not Mosquitoes Bite Frogs?” 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec, 11.—{Special.J— 
Ernest Thompson Seton made the delegates 
to the ornithologists’ convention today hold 
fast to their chairs as he told of his miracu- 

lous escape from a musk ox, knocked aside by 
a bullet just as it was about to gore him. 
Besides this, Mr. Seton punctured the world. 
famous legend of the pelican, which is sup- 
posed to bite ite breast for its hungry young. 
Also, he propounded a query for future grave 
eee aa Why do mosquitoes not bite 

rogsa?” 

We were in latitude 66° north, in Barren 
land. Suddenly a musk ox came forward. 
I said to my assistant, Mr. Preble: 

“IT am going out in front of the ox and 
photograph him. My life is in your hands, 
and it he charges me, and you miss, it will 
be all over with me. Do you understand?“ 

Go ahead,” was his gruff reply, as he put 
his gun to his shoulder. 


Awaits Maddened Animal. 


“I stood in front of the cumbersome anl- 
mal and directed my camera towards him. 
As soon as the ox saw the instrument, he 
charged at me like mad. I was only twehty- 
five yards off, and he was headed at terrific 
speed. By the time my camera clicked he 
was almost upon me, and Preble fired. His 
aim was true, and, as I dropped to the ground 
to avold the animal's charge, it took effect 
and altered his course, saving my life and the 
camera.”

BOSTON AND MAINE HOLDINGS. 


President Mellen Admits That Negotia- 
tions Are Well Under Way—Buyer 
May Be Canadian Pacific. 


New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.}]—President 
Charles 8. Mellen of the New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford railroad let it be known to- 
day that negotiations are well under way for 
the sale of the New Haven's holdings of Bos- 
ton and Maine stock to some other railroad. 
Mr. Mellen refused to say with whom nezo- 
tiations are being conducted, but confi 
himself to the assertion that the stock could 
de sold ata satisfactory and profitable figure. 
He gave out his statement in the Boston 
office of the company. 

I do not feel,“ he said, that the negotia- 
tions looking to the sale of our Boston and 
Maine stock have reached that point where 
I can discuss it at any length. It is not a sub- 
terfuge, however, and we are not seeking to 
evade in any respect either the spirit or letter 
of any law. The opportunity has presented 
itself to us whereby ve can dispose of our 
Boston and Maine stock at a satisfactory 
figure, and, naturally, in the present state of 
the financial markets a cash offer such as we 
have received looks attractive to us.“ 

Asked as to whether it was a friendly inter- 
est which would make the purchase, Mr. 
Mellen replied: 

“The prospective purchaser ts a compet!- 
tive’ interest toythe New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, although our road will be pro- 
tected by contract, which will preserve our

NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 


Thousands of Students and Alumni Pe- 
tition the Faculty—One Dissenter Is 
Almost Mobbed—To Decide Monday. 


Sentiment in favor of a restoration of inter- 
collegate football at Northwestern, which 
began to crystallize last fall, has shaped 
itself for important action. Next Monday 
evening a petition bearing the signatures of 
4,000 undergraduates and alumni will be pro- 
sented to the executive committee of the 
board of trustees by President A. W. Harris 
and committees representing both students 
and graduates, to urge the granting of their 
request, 

The first step toward the consummation 
of this plan was taken Tuesday evening, 
when two large delegations called upon 
President Harris at his home and presented 
to him all the arguments they could muster 
for varsity contests. The president request- 
ed that his attitude on the subject should 
not be announced, but the immediate result 
of the interview was the circulation of psti- 
tions in every branch of the school, in every 
dormitory, fraternity house, and boarding 
house. 

The plea to the trustees was worded as fol- 
lows: 

Wo. undergraduates of Northwestern university, 
believing our present system of interclass foot- 
ball is inadequate and that in addition thereto and 
in furtherance of the present policy a few inter- 
collegiate contests are advisable, do respectfully 
petition that our university be permitted to partict- 
pate during 1908 in three intercollegiate football 
contests. 

Se unanimously was the student body in favor of 
1 plea that the signature of nearly every mem- 

of the College of Liberal Arts and of the pro- 
fessional schools was secured yesterday. One in-

New York, Dec. 11.—[{Speciah]—Three 
hours were spent by the National league 
baseball representatives in business discus- 
sion at the Waldorf this atternoon, and more 
than three hours at a banquet tonight. Mag- 
nates, manegers, players, historians, in fact, 
those identified with baseball in pretty much 
every capacity, were present at the banquet, 
the host being Charles Murphy, president of 
the world’s champion Chicago Cubs. 

The star guest of the evening as Hans 
Wagner, the champion hitter, who was lured 
to the banquet by false pretenses. In recog- 
nition of his batting ability a big silver lov- 
ing cup was given Wagner by the National 
league tonight. It isinecribed with the years 
in which the Dutchman lead the league in 
batting—1902, 1908, 1904, 1906, and 1907. 

Hans did not know anything about the 
honor in store for him, else he would have 
ducked the whole occasion. It was the big- 
gest surprise his bashful nature ever en- 
countered when the presentation took place. 
Another distinguished guest was Johnny 
Evers. Speeches were made by President 
Pulliam, Charles Murphy, Frank Richter, 
J. H. Farrell, and others, and Mike Regan 
sang @ verse dedicated to Murphy. 


Discuss Changes in Rules. 

The first thing done at the meeting in the 
afternoon was the consideration of amend- 
ments to the constitution, which went over 
until tomorrow. Two changes in the playing 
rules were discussed, one to make all pitchers’ 
boxes on the level diamond, and the other that 
the batter shall take first base on three balls 
instead of four. No action can be taken upon 
these points unti! next spring, when they will come 
up for action by the two big leagues if recom- 
mended by the joint rules committee. Reduction 
in the number of balls would of course make more 


action on the bases, more scoring, and certainly - 


not increase the troubles of the batters. 

When it came to the election of officers it de- 
veloped the Néw York club stil] opposed Pulliam— 
an isolated position on its part. An oral vote 
found seven clubs in favor of Pulliam and one 
opposed. Eight clubs voted for John Heydler for 
secretary and treasurer. The old board of directors 
was reslected— Dreyfuss of Pittsburg, Herrmann of 
Cincinnati, Ebbetts of Brooklyn, Dovey of Boston, 
and Murphy of Chicago. 


Waivers for Drafted Players. 


Rules of the national commission governing 
drafted and purchased players were discussed. A 
resolution was adopted to recommend to the na- 
tional commission that hereafter players drafted 
from minor leagues be treated the same as pur- 
chaged players, that is. that waivers must be 
obtained from all big league clubs before such 
players can be sent back to the Mminors.
